Mars attacks 


Tricky terrain on 4tii 
rock from the sun 
ieaves roving robot 
stuck in its tracks

LOS ANGELES Spirit has always been the 
unluckier of NASA’s twin Mars rovers. 

Just weeks after landing in a Martian cra- 
ter in 2004, it went haywire and transmit- 
ted gibberish to Earth. Engineers eventually 
nursed it back to health. 

As if the near-death experience wasn’t 
enough, Spirit was upstaged early on by its 
twin Opportunity, which landed in a geo- 
logic gold mine and was the first to deter- 
mine that the frigid, dusty planet possessed 
a wetter past. 

Bad luck has fallen again on Spirit. As the 
workhorse rover marked its sixth year on 
the red planet Sunday, it found itself stuck in 
a sand trap, perhaps forever. The six-wheel 
robot geologist has been in jams before, but 
this is the worst predicament yet. 

With Martian winter arriving in several 
months. Spirit may not have enough power 
to keep going unless scientists can point the 
solar-powered rover toward the sun. 

Spirit “has always been our drama queen,” 
chief scientist Steve Squyres of Cornell University 
said. 

The latest misfortune occurred in April when Spirit, 
driving backward because of a lame wheel, broke 
through the crusty ground like a person falling through 
a frozen pond and became bogged in fluffy sand. Little 
progress has been made to free Spirit since. 

NASA was dealt a major setback recently when 
another wheel appeared to have stopped moving, 
leaving Spirit with only four working wheels to plot 
its great escape. 

“With only four driving wheels, it doesn’t look 
good,” project manager John Callas of NASA’s Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory said.

It’s been a particularly rough year for Spirit. Besides 
getting stuck in a sand rut, it suffered sporadic bouts 
of amnesia and other woes including sudden com- 
puter reboots. 

Though the prognosis of getting Spirit out looks 
bleak, scientists are not ready to give up yet. But if 
they exhaust all escape options, they will switch to 
Plan B and try to tilt the rover to the north where it 
can get more sunshine to keep running so that it can 
continue to do science in one spot. 

“If we can’t get the rover unstuck, it will become a 
Mars lander,” Callas said. 

Unlike a rover, which performs science experiments 
as it roams, a lander studies its surroundings while sta- 
tionary

MIAMI A secretive motel 
guest in the Elorida 
Keys checked in under a 
fake name, paid in cash, 
stockpiled canned food 
and insisted on cleaning 
his own room. He even 
covered his car— all an 
attempt, authorities 
said, to elude police after 
he was accused of gunning down four relatives at 
Thanksgiving dinner. 

But Paul Merhige’s cover was blown when the 
motel owners recognized him in a preview for 
‘America’s Most Wanted” on Saturday night. 

Melinda Pfaff told The Associated Press on 
Sunday that she and her husband, Paul, rarely 
saw Merhige during his four-week stay at their 
Edgewater Lodge on Long Key He had checked 
in Dec. 2, a few days after the shootings, using the 
name “John Baca” and a false address. 

His request for privacy didn’t seem odd on an 
island chain known for its eccentric residents, she 
said. 

“He said he would wash all his own sheets and 
towels. He said I didn’t need to go in there,” she 
said. “That’s happened before.” 

Merhige was booked early Sunday at the Palm 
Beach County jail without bond on four charges 
of murder. 

He was accused of gunning down his twin sis- 
ters, a 79 -year-old aunt and a 6 -year-old cousin at 
a home where 16 relatives had gathered for the 
holiday in Jupiter, an affluent community about 
90 miles north of Miami. 

Merhige’s arrest late Saturday ended a month- 
long manhunt that included billboards and flyers 
with his image. Police at one point thought he may 
have fled to Michigan, where he had been treated 
by a psychiatrist.

“They overestimated the quantity of dyna- 
mite needed for the explosion,” the citation 
notes dryly “The blast demolished the building 


the bank was housed in.” 

Rescue workers rushed one bomb burglar to 
the hospital, where he died on arrival. 

They assumed the second got away until 
finding his body in the rubble hours later. No 
one else was in the building at the time of the 
blast.

South Side 
commuters 
question 
train policy

South Side commuters know from experience that 
they can board Metra’s Electric District trains but 
not those of the South Shore Line, even though 
both lines use the same tracks and stop at some of 
the same stations. 

Under a peculiarity of Chicago’s mass-tran- 
sit system, inbound South Shore trains aren’t 
allowed to pick up passengers — a long-standing 
policy that recently drew fire from activists who 
see it as an example of a disparity in public trans- 
portation. 

Southsiders Organized for Unity and Liberation 
(SOUL) contends that the South Side has the high- 
est population density in the city but the longest 
commute times because it is underserved by mass 
transit. 

One answer, the group says, is to get equal access 
to both Metra Electric and South Shore trains, 
which would give people more options in getting 
to jobs and schools. 

SOUL backs legislation introduced by state Sen. 
Kwame Raoul (D-Hyde Park) that would require 
commuter rail trains to stop and allow passengers 
to board and exit at all commuter rail stations. 

The group believes that the South Shore’s pol- 
icy of not picking up passengers in Chicago on 
inbound trains is discriminatory 

Raoul agrees, saying South Siders often suspect 
that residents of Indiana and the south suburbs 
have better access to downtown and its jobs than 
they do. 

“It’s got to be frustrating to watch people from 
another state commute to your downtown area 
easier than you can, when you are paying taxes in 
the state,” Raoul said. 

South Shore and Metra officials insist that isn’t 
the case. The Indiana-based South Shore has oper- 
ated on the Electric District tracks for decades 
in an agreement with Metra, which bought the 
Illinois Central Gulf Railroad in 1987. 

Under its lease. South Shore trains westbound 
from Gary or Michigan City, Ind., for example, 
are allowed to drop off passengers at a few Chicago 
stations. But the line cannot pick up riders at 
these stations and bring them to Van Buren or 
Millennium stations, since that would be consid- 
ered stealing Metra’s customers. 


Futures on hold 

1 in 10 young adults say bad economy has forced them to move in with parents

Natasha Giraldo shoved her possessions into half of her mother’s 
garage this June. 

She quit her full-time teaching gig and moved back to Roselle 
to be closer to her nieces, or so she told her mother at the time. 
When September rolled around and she still hadn’t found a new job, 
Giraldo confessed she had racked up $48,000 in credit card debt, 
largely in the six years she lived in Elorida. And she had to acknowl- 
edge she couldn’t make it on her own. 

What was supposed to be a temporary stay looks like it may be 
extended to next fall. 

Giraldo, 33, is part of a bumper crop of young adults who have sought 
their old bedrooms as a recession-era refuge, according to a recent Pew 
Research Center study While the increase in so-called boomerang kids 
seems a rational response to the financial slump, the study found young 
adults also are putting their lives on hold during this downturn. 

One in 10 adults between the ages of 18 and 34 said the poor econ- 
omy has forced them to move back in with mom and dad, according 
to Pew In addition to those who have moved home, 12 percent scur- 
ried to find a roommate to scale down living expenses. 

Tbung adults are altering their behavior in other ways too. About 
15 percent of adults younger than 35 say they have postponed getting 
married because of the recession, according to Pew. Not only can 
they not afford a big wedding, but they don’t have the money to buy 
a house or take care of a child. Eourteen percent of young adults say 
they have put off having a baby 

“They are delaying important decisions, perhaps indefinitely 


GRIM STATISTICS 

Young adults are struggling to find work in a job market of 
diminished pay and opportunities. When they find work, they often 
aren’t earning enough to live independently. Only 46.1 percent of 
16- to 24-year-olds are employed, according to the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, the smallest share recorded since the government began 
collecting such data in 1948. 

We hope it’s temporarily, but that’s contingent upon the economy 
improving,” said Richard Morin, a senior editor at Pew and the 
study’s author. “These aren’t slackers. These are people who are in 
transition, and their lives are on hold.” 

The survey of more than 1,000 adults was taken nationwide in 
October. It was combined with Census Bureau data to show that 
while the recession has touched Americans of all ages, it was been 
especially hard on young adults. Similar proportional drops in young 
adults living alone happened during or immediately after the reces- 
sions of 2001 and 1982, the researchers found. 

Parents who have adult children under their roofs shouldn’t 
expect them to leave soon, said Morin, who expects the return to 
multi-generational households will last at least another year. 

“Tbung adults are the first to feel the pain of a bad economy and 
the last to feel the benefits of a recovery,” said David Morrison, 
president of Twentysomething Inc., a young adult consulting firm. 
“They are at the age that has the least job security They are the most 
vulnerable in this market.”

Slain woman’s 
family makes 
public plea 

The family of a woman who was shot and killed 
outside a New Year’s Eve party called Sunday 
for her ex-husband, who is considered as a “per- 
son of interest” in the case, to turn himself in 
to police. 

Police have asked for the public’s help in 
locating Jerry “Shorty” Hudson, whom police 
said made several threatening remarks to 
Melissa Bridgewater, 45, just before she was 
fatally wounded from an “execution-style 
shooting” Friday morning. 

Police said Saturday that Hudson’s family had 
not been not cooperating with investigators, 
and may be concealing his whereabouts. 

“I mean, turn yourself in, come on now,” 
Bridgewater’s 29 -year-old son Lavar Bridgewater 
said Sunday “If {his family] knows something 
they need to come forward.” 

But, some of Hudson’s family said today that 
they have been cooperating with law enforce- 
ment and did not know where Hudson had 
gone. 

“We are not concealing him,” said Hudson’s 
niece Sheila Fleming. “We want him to turn 
himself in ... just come out and answer the ques- 
tions they have for you.” 

Fleming, 40, said law enforcement officials 
had come to Hudson’s mother’s house twice on 
Saturday and both times she had allowed them 
to search her property 

Hudson, 48, whose last known address was 
in Bolingbrook, initially was not considered 
dangerous. But Saturday, Oak Brook police 
released a statement describing him as “armed 
and dangerous.” Although no arrest warrant has 
been issued for Hudson, police warned people 
that if they see him they should call 911 and 
should not approach him. 


The examiner’s office did not have infor- 
mation about the time she was declared dead. 
Public records indicate she was 62 years old. 

The incident happened about 4:15 p.m. in 
the IIOOO block of South Lowe Avenue in the 
Roseland neighborhood, according to police 
News Affairs Officer John Mirabelli. According 
to police, the door to the residence was kicked 
in and a number of items were taken, including 
the victim’s 1998 Jeep Wrangler. 

A relative found the front door with signs 
of forced entry and called police, Mirabelli 
said. A close friend said although she lives near 
Fulgium, she had not seen her since Christmas 


Day, which was unusual, and the friend noticed 
several days ago that Fulgium’s Jeep was not 
parked in her driveway 

Fulgium showed signs of blunt trauma to the 
head, but an autopsy today determined she died 
of stab and incise wounds, authorities said. 

Officers from the Calumet District pulled 
over someone driving Fulgium’s Jeep Wrangler 
near 10 8th Street and Wallace Avenue on a 
traffic stop after police began investigating and 
took two people into custody, Mirabelli said. 

Calumet Area detectives are currently ques- 
tioning the two “persons of interest” about the 
incident. No one has been charged.

Bitter cold likely 
to last 7-10 days

U.S., Britain shut down 
embassies in Yemen 



B SAN’A, Yemen The U.S. and Britain locked up their embassies 
in Yemen on Sunday after fresh threats from al-Qaida, and the 
White House expressed alarm at the terror group’s expanded reach 
in the poor Arab nation where an offshoot apparently ordered the 
Christmas Day plot against a U.S. airliner. 

President Obama’s top counterterrorism adviser, John Brennan, 
cited “indications al-Qaida is planning to carry out an attack 
against a target” in the capital, possibly the embassy, and estimated 
the group had several hundred members in Yemen. Security rea- 
sons led Britain to act too; it was not known when the embassies 
would reopen. 

The U.S. is worried about the spread of terrorism in Yemen, a 
U.S. ally and aid recipient, Brennan said, but doesn’t consider the 
country a second front with Afghanistan and Pakistan in the fight 
against terrorism. 

As to whether U.S. troops might be sent to Yemen, Brennan 
replied: “We’re not talking about that at this point at all.” He 
pledged to provide the Yemeni government with “the wherewith- 
al” to take down al-Qaida. 

Britain and the United States are assisting a counterterrorism 
police unit in Yemen as fears grow about the increasing threat of 
international terrorism originating from the country 

The Obama administration claims the suspect in the plot 
against the Detroit-bound plane was trained and armed by the al- 
Qaida affiliate in Yemen. 

Brennan blamed a series of what he called lapses and human 
errors in U.S. intelligence and security defenses for allowing a 
Nigerian man to board the plane with explosives. 

Passengers and crew subdued the suspect when he tried to set 
off the explosion as the aircraft approached Detroit on Christmas 
Day 

He succeeded only in starting a fire on himself

The Bears were at their best early and late. 

The Bears doomed a promising sea- 
son, though, by losing eight of lo games in 
between. 

Jay Cutler matched a career high for a sec- 
ond straight week with four touchdown passes, 
leading the Bears to a 37-23 win Sunday over the 
Detroit Lions. 

“It just shows that we can play good football,” 
Cutler said. 

It might not be enough to save Lovie Smith’s 
job. 

The Bears (7-9) failed to make the playoffs 
for the third straight season after reaching the 
Super Bowl under Smith. 

“Every year changes happen, we realize that’s 
a part of it,” Smith said. “We’re enjoying this 
right now” 

When the Bears hit rock bottom this season 
two weeks ago against the Baltimore Ravens 
and fell to 5-9, general manager Jerry Angelo 
shot down a report indicating Smith would be 
back for a seventh season. 

The Bears owe Smith $ii million for the next 
two seasons, and Angelo insisted money won’t 
affect the decision. 

‘All the speculation about change is going to 
come, and we know that,” tight end Desmond 
Clark said. “If it does, we’ll deal with it. But I 
will say, we have great coaches.” 

Jim Schwartz will be back for a second season 
to sort through the mess he inherited in Detroit. 


“This isn’t 
about coach- 
ing,” kicker 
Jason Hanson 
said. “We went 
0-16 with one 
coach and 2-14 
with another coach, and that’s unacceptable.” 

The Lions had a shot to beat the Bears, but 
they simply couldn’t stop Cutler. 

“We had a lot of chances to do good things, 
and we continued to make mistakes that cost 
us,” Schwartz said. 

Cutler threw a i-yard pass to a wide-open 
Clark to give the Bears a 27-20 lead midway 
through the fourth quarter. 

Daunte Culpepper overthrew Calvin Johnson 
on the ensuing drive, and Detroit settled for a 
field goal and a four-point deficit. 

The Bears then sealed the victory with 
Cutler’s second TD pass to Devin Aromashodu, 
who scored the game-winning TD on Monday 
night against Minnesota. 

Cutler was 22 of 36 for 276 yards and didn’t 
throw an interception against Detroit for the 
second time this season and for the fourth 
game this season. 

Cutler’s arrival in the offseason trade with 
Denver generated hope for success, but his 
NFL-high 26 interceptions led to a lackluster 
season for Chicago. 

“We’ve got to get that other number down,” 
Cutler said. “It’s the bottom line.”

Use traditional face-to-face 
techniques instead of the 
usual texting, dating sites and 
Facebook stalking. Strickfaden 
even suggests carrying business 
cards with only your name or 
initials printed to discretely slip to 
hotties that may feel similarly but 
lack the guts to speak up. 


Discover your own 
brand and build it 

Your favorite store brands 
never let you down, so make 
sure your personal image is just as 
reliable and consistent to others, says 
Bremer. However, take care to make 
sure it’s a mix of who you are and 
what they’re looking for.
